Kindly amend the second full paragraph on page 8 as follows: 


The device 10 includes a space [88] 86 formed between the bottom surface 46 
of the top cap 12 and the top of the adhesive media 20. The space 86 generates flow 
through the sampler and sets up the impaction force of the contaminants. The size of 
the space 86 is selected to prevent smaller particles from exiting on the sides 94, 96 
without striking the adhesive media 20. The height of the space 86 is determined by 
the depth of the recess 40 in the base 14. As air passes through this space 86,
